become increasingly clear—that of 
air control which the Germans are 
able to maintain. 
Thus far the Nazis have main- 


tained their air supremacy in Nor- 
way. Tho success of their invasion 
has been largely the result of this 
factor.Air Power Demonstrated 
What wo aro witnessing Is a 


concrete demonstration of what a 
powerful and well-handled air navy 
means to modern warfare. 
It is important to remember that 
the Nazis had their1 surface navy 
rendered virtually Impotent In the 
battles at the beginning of the In- 
vasion, and were deprived to a 
large extent of the use of the sea 
for communications with Norway.

NEW TYPE OF EAR OPERATIONS 
REPORTED SUCCESSFUL IN MANY 


CASES IN RESTORING HEARING 


PHILADELPHIA, April 29.-(/P) 


—Successful results from an opera- 
tion that fashions a "window" deep 
In tho Inner ear for thn treatment 
of otosclorosls, a common typo of 
deafness was reported today by 
uurgeons of tho Temple university 
Medical School. 
In a two-year period, Dr. Mat- 
thew H. Ersncr, professor of otology, 
reported, 21 patients who under- 
went the operation experienced im- 
modlato Improvement In their hear- 
ing. In 16, however, tho Improve- 
ment lasted only eight or nine 
weeks, after which tho hearing re- 
turned to pro-operation condition. 


"Our conclusion Is that oven that 
margin of success 
Justifies 
the 


operation in suitable cases," Dr. 
ISrsner sicl however. 
In normal curs, sound waves 
shako tho eardrum, which passes 
tho vibrations through a chiiln of 
tiny bones—tho "hammer," "anvil" 
and "stirrup"—through n window 
into the Inner ear. The vibrations 
stir tt fluid, tho lymph, In which 


float the hair-like nerves ending* 
which send tho message to the 
hraln,

otosclerosls, a 
bony over- ' 


growth fastens tho "stirrup" solid 
In its window so that vibrations 
cannot got past. 


Tho operation, devised by several 
European surgeons and Dr. Julius 
Lorn pert of Now York, Involves 
drilling a tiny window Into the 
labyrinth, which houses the end- 
Ings of the hearing nerve. Tho ear- 
drum Is cut partly from Its moor- 
ings and fitted over the new win-, 
dow so that Its vibrations can agi- 
tato the lymph directly.

The Germans have been able to 


move thousands of badly needed

the Allies being unable to stop this 
because of the excessive flying dis- 
tances from Britain and France. 
Not only that, but the Nazis also 
have flown equipment and sup- 
plies—even artillery—into Norway, 
and they have harrased the Allies 
in their landing operations. 


Continue to Land Forces 


However, the Anglo-French broth- 


erhood have continued to 
land 


forces above and below Trondheim, 
and finally have been able to estab- 
lish some sort of airports from 
which to operate. The creation of 
landing fields in an achievement 
of great moment and one which 
should stiffen the Allied push im- 
mediately. 


As regards the race for Trond- 


heim, the Nazis are holding the city 
itself but thus far have been un- 
able to reach it with columns of 
troops which are driving northward 
from the Oslo region through the 
snow-filled 
valleys 
and 
rugged 


mountain passes. 


The Allies have been landing | 


their expeditionary forces at Nam-1 
sos,-85 miles northeast of Trond- 
heim, and at Andalsnes, 100 miles 
southwest 
of 
Trondheim. 
From 
Namsos and Andalsnes allied col- 
umns are swinging southwest and 
northeast with the object of ensur- 
ing control of the strategic railway 
between Trondheim and Dombas, 
intercepting the Nazi columns from 
the south, and finally assaulting 
Trondheim itself, 


The Germans this morning were 


reported to have reached the rail- 
road above Dombas with a column 
and a battle appeared developing. 
A Nazi success here would be a 
hard blow to the Allies as it would 
prevent a union of the two sections 
of the expeditionary force.
